Losses heavy in new storm 


United Press International 
Reports of heavy livestock losses filtered out of snowdrift-clogged eastern 
Colorado today. Searchers used metal detectors to find automobiles buried under 25- 
foot drifts left by a vicious weekend blizzard. 
Heavy rains let up in the Northeast and flood waters began to recede in one upstate 
New York community aided by National Guardsmen. Balmy, 
springlike 
temperatures warmed the eastern third of the nation. 
The blizzard left 18 persons dead. Authorities said some farmers remained snow­ 
bound five days after the wild storm struck. 
Ray Burke of the Colorado Agriculture Department’s disaster service said reports 
of heavy livestock losses were emerging from blizzard-swept ranch country. 
“ One rancher reported losing 600 head of cattle in the Sheridan Lake area and 
another found 200 head of his cattle dead,” he said. “ A rancher in Yuma told us he 


lost all of his cattle but 2,000 head of strays wandered in on his pastures He doesn’t 
know who they belong to.” 
Sheriff Leroy Howell of Lincoln County, Colo., said: “ One rancher reported that 
out of 150 head of yearlings, he hasn’t found one alive yet. Reports are coming in big 
figures (but) we won’t have any close idea for three days.” 


New York Gov. Hligh Carey Monday ordered National Guardsmen to help with 
evacuation of flood victims and flood control duties at Whitehall, N Y. Some resi­ 
dents of Schenectady’s historic stockade section along the Mohawk River were taken 
out by boat. 


But with the passing of heavy rains the situation brightened. Police said most of 100 
families who fled the Susquehanna River at Oneonta, N.Y.. have been permitted to 
return and begin the job of cleaning up muck left by high waters.

Wojtowicz continues 
battles from 
prison cell at FCI 
legal

Crime doesn’t pay. And neither does 
Warner Brothers, according to FCI in­ 
mate John Wojtowicz 
The heirs of Lenny Bruce reportedly 
received $250,000 to $400,000 for the 
movie “ Lenny .” Some 15 years ago 
Robert Stroud, the “ Birdm an of 
Alcatraz,” got $25,000 and 10 per cent of 
that movie's fees 
Warner Brothers made a movie about 
Wojtowicz. but they paid him only $7,500. 
The movie “ Dog Day Afternoon” has 
netted over $20,000,000 


Wojtowicz claims he has a written 
agreement for one per cent of the net 
profit and a verbal agreement for two 
per cent of the gross. Warner Brothers 
will not abide by either pact, he claims. 
Wojtowicz is suing for “ exploitation 
and breach of contract” in the New York 
State Supreme Court. 
He is also suing Dell Publishing Com­ 
pany for publishing the book “ Dog Day 
Afternoon” without obtaining the book 
rights from him. 
He also is taking his first defense at­ 
torney to court for allegedly conspiring 
with Warner Brothers “ to violate my 
rights ” 
According to a 1973 Life Magazine 
story. Wojtowicz was living a life of a 
loser when he walked into a Brooklyn 
bank in 1972 to rob it so he could pay for a 
sex-change operation for his male-wife. 
Ernest Aron 
His luck didn’t improve that day; it got 
worse. 
His friend and accomplice was killed 
in the robbery. 
Wojtowicz’s lawyer wanted him to 
plead guilty, assuring him he would get a 
light sentence. He pleaded accordingly 
and the judge ordered Wojtowicz. a first­ 
time offender, to federal prison for 20 
years. 
Wojtowicz had his lawyer give $3,000 of 
the Warner Brothers money to Ernest 
for a sex-change operation After the 
operation. Ernest decided not to stand by 
her man and wait for Wojtowicz’s prison 
release — she married another man. 
Upon hearing the news that Ernest did 
not want to see him again. Wojtowicz sl­ 
iced up his wrists and forearms with a 
razor. But he failed at suicide, too 
At the Lewisburg Penitentiary in Pen­ 
nsylvania. Wojtowicz was resented by in­ 
mates who were jealous of his celebrity 
status and the fortune he expected to 
reap from the movie 
He was treated with low regard 
because of his homosexuality; other 
prisoners pressed him for sex 
Shortly after his arrival at Lewisburg, 
he was knocked unconscious and gang- 
raped by three inmates in the laundry. 
The inmates were allowed to see “ Dog 
Day Afternoon.” which starred A1 
Pacino as Wojtowicz. The movie, for ar­ 
tistic purposes, suggested he sold out his 
partner-in-crime to make a deal with the 
FBI 


But the cons did not know the truth and 
they labeled him a rat — the lowest rank 
in the prison pecking order. His cell was 
burned out three times. Threats were 
made on his life. 


The administration locked him in 
protective solitary confinement. Last 
June the prison shipped him to the FCI in 
Lompoc after five other prisons refused 
to take him. 


Now Wojtowicz. 32. works eight hours 
a day folding and distributing towels and 
shirts He spends his free time “ doing 
legal work” and writing letters to his 
fans and his female-wife Carmen and 
their two children. 
He says he is not harassed by inmates 
at Lompoc as he was in Lewisburg 
Lewisburg, he explained, is “ a thou­ 
sand times harder to do time in.” 
"Most of the guys in here think I ’m 
crazy so they tend to stay away from 
me,” Wojtowicz said 
In two years he will approach the 
parole board He figures he will be in 
prison for a couple more years after 
that 
When he is released he plans to go back 
to Carmen, who is living on welfare in 
Brooklyn. 
“ And I have to talk to Ernest and see 
that he is happy." 
What has he learned from all this — 
the robbery, the time in prison? 
“ I ’ve learned that a man does what he 
has to do and what I did wasn't wrong.” 
he replied “ 1 robbed that bank to save 
Ernest’s life and it's not wrong to save a 
life 
“ That will probably kill me in front of 
the parole board, but I don’t care,” he 
added. 
His only regrets are that his friend was 
killed and Ernest married someone else. 
He believes that the robbery, movie 
and book were destined by God. 
Why9 
He answered. “ I don’t know; I'm not 
God " 
With the money he hopes to get from 
Warner Brothers] he wants to open a bar 
and restaurant after his release.

The Board of Supervisors voted un­ 
animously Monday to request Gov. 
Brown to have President Carter declare 
Santa Barbara County a drought disaster 
area to allow cattlemen and farmers to 
apply for participation in various 
Federal emergency programs 
The action taken at the request of 
Fourth District Supervisor Robert 
Hedlund of Lompoc means that some 200 
cattlemen — who have been hit hardest 
with thousands of head of cattle involved 
— would be eligible to get a support price 
of about $25 per ton for alfalfa hay which 
cattlemen now cannot afford to buy at 
more than $90 per ton 
County Farm adviser George Goodall 
said cattlemen could get transportation 
payments to help send cattle to areas 
where feed was ava ila b le , 
but 
acknowledged this probably would be im­ 
practical since they would have to be 
sent back as far as the Midwest in view 
of the extent of the drought area. 
The County Cattlemen’s Assn direc­ 
tors voted March 9 to ask the supervisors 
for help On hand at the supervisors’ ses­ 
sion Monday in Santa Barbara were Stan 
Loudon of Santa Ynez Valley, president 
of the association; Gene Garcen of Santa 
Maria Valley, vice president; Lance 
Brown. Santa Ynez Valley, secretary, 
and Clyde Gauld of Santa Ynez Valley, a 
director of the state association. 
They said the drought not only has hit 
cow-calf operators hard, but also 
stockers. who get cattle for the purpose 
of putting weight on them through grass 
feeding 
“ There’s been no grass this year,” 
Loudon commented. He said depressed 
prices also have discouraged cattlemen 
in the county 
Goodall said that once the President 
declared the county a drought disaster or 
emergency area, cattlemen and farmers 
could apply to the local office of the 
Agricultural Stabilization and Conserva­ 
tion Service for financial assistance 
He said 37 other counties in California 
have been declared emergency areas 
already and seven other counties, in­ 
cluding 
Santa Barbara, now have 
requests pending 
Goodall said a Drought Disaster Board 
already has been set up and will hold its 
first meeting Wednesday at 9 a.m. in 
Goodall’s office in Santa Barbara Those 
on the board include Ensley Wood, of the 
Agricultural Stabilization and Conserva­ 
tion Service, chairman; Goodall. of the 
Cooperative Extension. UC. Forest Ser­ 
vice official Dennis Bungarz; County 
Agricultural Commissioner Graydon 
Hall; Don Hansen, Soil Conservation 
Service; and Frank Scott, Farmers

Diablo Canyon 
licensing 
speedup asked 


SAN LUIS OBISPO <UPI) - Super­ 
visors asked the federal Nuclear 
Regulatory Commission today to speed 
up the licensing of P G & E ’s nuclear 
power plants at Diablo Canyon because 
of possible drought-caused electricity 
shortages. 
The Board of Supervisors took the ac­ 
tion on a 3-2 vote over the objections of 
nuclear power opponents who demon­ 
strated and sang protest songs in the 
board’s chambers. 
Supervisor Milton Willeford. one of the 
Diablo Canyon supporters, introduced 
the motion requesting faster NRC action 
on the two Diablo Canyon plants which 
are nearing completion 
He said he was introducing the resolu­ 
tion at the request of the Fresno County 
and City Chamber of Commerce which 
said the plants were needed because of a 
shortage of hydroelectric power, 
particularly in the San Joaquin Valley. 
Willeford and two other pro-nuclear 
supervisors. Chairman Howard Menkins 
and Hans Heilman, left the board's 
chambers when the anti-nuclear forces 
began demonstrating and singing. They 
later returned to cast the majority vote 
Police and sheriff's deputies were 
called but the demonstrators left the 
chambers peacefully. 
PG&E wants to put the first of the two 
plants into operation later this year and 
the other next year but the NRC has 
withheld approval until the utility 
provides more information about the 
Hosgri earthquake fault which was 
located nearbv last year 


ZURICH. Switzerland (U P I) - Italian 
auto mechanic Luciano Porcari, who 
hijacked a Spanish airliner to Africa and 
back to Europe, ordered the plane to 
return to Turin. Italy, tonight after six 
dramatic hours at Zurich airport. 
Swiss police at Zurich airport said the 
Iberia airlines Boeing 727 left at 7:19 
p.m. (10:19 a.m. PST). Porcari said he 
was taking it to Turin where he had been 
earlier today. 
Porcari. who hijacked the plane Mon­ 
day with 37 persons on board, freed 14 
hostages today in stops at Turin and 
Zurich He had recovered a 3-year-old 
daughter in Abidjan, Ivory Coast and 
tried futilely to see another daughter in 
Turin. 


Ealier today the hijacker had forced 
the Iberia airliines plane to fly from 
Turin to Zurich. When Swiss officials in- 
itally refused to refuel the plane he 
ordered it to take off again but it 
returned to Zurich in half an hour. 


When the plane headed back for Turin 
tonight there were 15 passengers and 7 
crew members on the aircraft, plus Por­ 
cari and his 3-year-old illegitimate 
daughter. Margarita, whom he had 
collected in the Ivory Coast Monday. 


At Zurich authorities finally agreed to 
refuel the aircraft and provide meals for 
the hostages. 


Italian consul-general Emmanuele 
Scamacca spent one hour on board talk­ 
ing to Porcari but failed to persuade the 
hijacker to give himself up. Instead Por­ 
cari demanded a fresh crew but Swiss 
authorities said this could be done only in 
exchange for more passengers. 


Porcari. a 37-year-old auto mechanic, 
hijacked the plane over the Mediterra­ 
nean Monday, then flew it to the Ivory 
Coast in West Africa, where he picked up 
a 3-year-old daughter and $140,000 in ran­ 
som. some of which he later distributed 
among the hostages 


He then forced the plane back to 
Europe via Seville, Spain, to Milan 
where he demanded to see another of his 
daughters But his wife refused, and the 
hijacker took off for Zurich after releas­ 
ing seven hostages. 


City in accord 
with engineers; 
clerks hold out 


The City of Lompoc has signed a three- 
vear memorandum of understanding 
with the Engineering and Planning Unit 
of the Service Employes International 
Union but the Clerical Unit has rejected 
the wage and benefit proposal as “ in­ 
sulting “ 
At an adjourned meeting Monday 
night, the City Council approved the 
memorandum of understanding which 
provides the same basic provisions 
already agreed to by other employe 
bargaining units, a three per cent in­ 
crease now and an additional three per 
cent on July 1. with increases of 3 and 2.5 
per cent on Jan 1 and July 1, 1978. 
respectively, and like amounts on the 
same dates in 1979. 
Lacking an agreement with the 
Clerical Unit, the council authorized a 
pay increase amounting to six per cent in 
three increments of two per cent each 
over the next year and four months The 
increments are payable on March 26. 
July 2 and Dec. 31. 


The council offered to hold the final of­ 
fer. similar to what the other units 
agreed to, until March 25 If the Clerical 
Unit agrees to sign by that date, the 
three-year agreement would take effect 
instead of the other terms 
Peggy Jackson, president of the Lom­ 
poc City Employes Association, called 
the council's action a “ penalty" for 
refusing to sign a three-year contract. 


“ A salary increase less than offered in 
the final three-year proposal and a un­ 
ilateral reduction in health insurance 
premiums was voted into effect for 
March 26.“ Jackson said. “ As usual, this 
offer was less than 
proposals to any 
other employe unit in the city. Wages in 
the Clerical Unit are far below those of 
any other unit, even though the majority 
of the Clerical Unit have nearly 10 years 
of more in length of service We feel that 
we have asked for fair treatment and 
requests have fallen on deaf ears " 


After he returned to Zurich, Porcari 
released seven more passengers, reduc­ 
ing the number of hostages he was 
holding to 22. The hostages — all Spanish 
nationals — were released in two groups, 
four and three. One of those freed had 
suffered a nervous collapse and was 
taken to a hospital. 
Following negotiations with the 
hijacker. Swiss authorities provided food 
for the passengers and refueled the air­ 
craft. But Porcari said he would not 
leave Zurich until his daughter. Con- 
suela. arrives from Italy. 
In Turin his wife repeated that she 
would never give up the child. 


While in Turin. Porcari spoke to a 
childhood friend on the radio and told 
him “ If they don't let me see my child 
there will be a massacre—I don’t care if 
I die.” Porcari said he had been trying to 
see the child. Consuelo, for five years. 
When he first landed at Zurich. Por­ 
cari at first demanded fuel to fly on to 
Lyon. France, airport authorities said. 
Porcari then apparently changed his 
mind and “ mentioned over the radio” 
that he would fly back to Turin, the of­ 
ficial said. 
Zurich police rapidly assembled their 
special airport “ crisis squad" as soon as 
word got around that the plane was 
heading for Zurich. Rome airport 
authorities had at first reported that 
Zurich authorities would not let the plane 
land 
More than 100 armed police sur­ 
rounded the aircraft when it rolled up to 
a parking bay Three ambulances and 
two fire engines rushed to the area. 
“ Porcari refused to negotiate with 
anyone about releasing the passengers 
and crew and giving himself up.” the 
Federal Air Bureau official said. “ He 
simply demanded fuel and food “ 
Porcari demanded meals for those on 
board after the plane landed at Zurich, 
an airport official said. 
“ But then this demand was changed 


and food was not taken out to the air­ 
craft.” the official said “ It may have 
been because Porcari didn’t want the 
doors opened." 


The jetliner landed at Zurich at 1:40 
p.m. and took off at 2:59 p.m. (5:59 a.m. 
PST) began rolling out to the runway 
again. 
In Turin, airport officials said Porcari 
was apparently angered when his de­ 
mand the plane be refueled was not im­ 
mediately met. 


They said he hinted he would find the 
fuel “ elsewhere” and then suddenly 
ordered the plane off the ground. He also 
indicated that he intended to return to 
Turin to pick up his daughter. 


While on the ground in Turin for just 
over four hours, he released seven of his 
36 hostages—two childrren and five 
adults, all from Barcelona. Spain. Of­ 
ficials said the freed hostages were 
shaken but in good condition 
From the plane parked half a mile 
from the airport terminal. Porcari 
radioed orders that his daughter Con­ 
suelo be sent aboard the hijacked Iberia 
airlines Boeing 727 where he already has 
custody of his child Margarita Beatrice 


Consuelo is one of Porcari’s three 
children by his wife. Somalia-born 
Isabella Zavoli who lives in Tur<n. 
Margarita was born during Porcari s af­ 
fair with an African woman who has 
since married an Ivory Coast official. 
Porcari, who officials said appeared 
“ lucid and calm.” later tempered his de­ 
mands by offering to release 10 passen­ 
gers if he was allowed “ only to see Con­ 
suelo for a few minutes.” 
Porcari’s wife, who was at the airport, 
refused saying she feared her husband 
might turn “ nasty.”

School board rehires 
545 faculty members

School trustees today formally rehired 
an estimated 545 certificated personnel 
for the 1977-’78 school year and set 
salaries with instep increases for those 
not at the top of their salary brackets. 
All five trustees were on hand at 8 
a.m., for the special meeting. Board 
president Richard K. Jacoby hustled into 
the central administration board room, 
gaveled the meeting to order, called for 
the question and noted the unanimous 
vote. 


It was a routine action and took only 
about five minutes from gavel to gavel. 
State law requires all school boards to 
meet in mid-March for the rehiring 
procedure 


School Supt. Clarence Bloom and assis­ 
tant superintendents, Alice Milligan and 
Mel Wilde were also on hand The con­ 
ference room was empty except for 
newsmen 
The salaries were set at last year’s 
levels, except for those who are to 
receive instep increases. Bloom's salary 


was set at $40.277 to reflect an instep in­ 
crease of $1,093 over last year’s salary. 
The salaries of Milligan and Wilde on the 
other hand were pegged at last year’s 
$33.076 each. Both of the latter have 
achieved permanent employe status 
In addition to the brief action on 
salaries, there was a reference to the 
number of certificated personnel who 
are on tenure “ Tenure is creeping up on 
us," Jacoby said jestfully. 
More than 91 per cent of the staff have 
weathered their probationary periods 
and have achieved permanent status, ac­ 
cording to statistics provided by 
Milligan 
The figure for 1967-68 was 
about 42 per cent Administrators blame 
declining enrollment as the major factor 
in the low turnover in staff. 
All salaries will remain at the figures 
set today pending negotiations under the

Reduced marijuana penalty urged 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — Sponsors of a bill to remove criminal 
penalties for personal use of marijuana said today it would restore 
young people’s respect for law and also aid in the fight against 
harder drugs. 
Reps. Edward Koch. D-N.Y.. and Yvonne Burke. D-Calif., and 
Sen. Jacob Javits, R-N.Y., testified during the second day of hear­ 
ings into decriminalization of marijuana by the House Select Com­ 
mittee on Narcotics Abuse and Control 
The Carter administration has supported the move to end jail 
sentences — but not fines — for personal use of marijuana. 


The three lawmakers said today removal of the threat of a jail 
sentence for possession, use and the non-profit transfer of an ounce 
of marijuana would free law enforcement agents to crack down on 
more serious crimes — including drug pushers who prey on young 
children. 


GM drops sponsorship of program 


NEW YORK (UPI) — General Motors says it found nothing 
objectionable in the two-part NBC television drama. ‘‘Jesus of 
Nazareth." but the giant automaker bowed to pressure from fun­ 
damentalist Protestants and dropped sponsorship of the program. 
A GM spokesman said Monday the firm ‘‘decided not to exercise 
its option to sponsor the television special " He said the decision 
"reflects our conclusion that commercial sponsorship could be 
regarded as inappropriate to the subject of the film We continue to 
admire its purpose and artistic merit." 
NBC said it was trying to line up new sponsorship for the six-hour 
production scheduled for broadcast on Palm and Easter Sundays. 


Italian Reds blame terrorists' 
ROME (UPI) — Italy's powerful Communist party has blamed 
"terrorists and provocateurs" for recent political violence, but 
says it won’t take up arms for fear of touching off a civil war. 
The Communist Central Committee met Monday and called 
another session today to discuss the arson-and-looting rampages 
that turned Rome. Bologna and other cities Into battlefields during 
the weekend 
One student was killed. 21 persons were seriously injured and 
more than 200 were arrested in three days of fighting that ended 
Sunday night. Both the Christian Democratic government and the 
Communists blamed violent m inorities among students 
demonstrating for university reform 


Amin guarantees Americans safety 
NAIROBI. Kenya (UPI) — President Idi Amin has personally 
guaranteed the safety of Americans and Britons wishing to live 
peacefully in Uganda but said any of them spreading propaganda 
will be expelled 
A group of black Anglican bishops in Kenya demanded, however, 
the United Nations and the Organization of African Unity establish 
an international police force to restore law and order in Uganda 
The religious leaders charged that hundreds and perhaps thou­ 
sands of persons — mainly Christians and Acholi and Langi 
tribesmen — have been massacred in a seven-week campaign by 
Amin's security forces

acknowledging the $1.4 billion fund is financially unsound and too 
heavily invested in real estate 

Central States executive director, outlined 
the fund’s posture Monday in testimony before the House Ways and 
Means oversight subcommittee. But the panel obviously was not

A spokesman for the opposition Janata (People’s) party said the 
incident appeared "stage-managed and manipulated 
in keeping 
with what he characterized as Mrs Gandhi s method of operation 


Samachar said the attackers fired five shots and three hit the 
jeep in which Sanjav was riding on his way to Amethi. 300 miles 
southeast of the capital His bodyguards fired back but the gunmen 
escaped, the report said

"If this suit is brought, it will 
probably be the biggest ever 
brought in the history of the 
United States." he said 


Goldwater. interviewed on 
ABC-TV’s ‘‘Good Morning, 
America" program, said his 
lawyers are looking at the 
stories, compiled by an inves­ 
tigative team of 36 reporters in 
connection with the gangland- 
style murder of Phoenix report­ 
er Don Bolles 


"I don’t like to get in law 
suits," he said "I’ve been in 
one in my life and I won it 
but 
I’m not going to allow my name 
to be besmirched by somebody 
from gangridden Long Island .’’ 


Goldwater referred to Robert 
W Greene, a reporter for the 
Long Island, N Y., newspaper 
Newsday, who headed the in­ 
vestigative team and who ap­ 
peared on the "Good Morning. 
America" program Monday. 


"I challenge him to bring up 
the name of one nationally 
known gangster in Arizona 
today." Goldwater said 
"If 
they're there, I don't know 
about them." 


Goldwater was interviewed 
by Jack Anderson. John Lind­ 
say and Steve Bell 


In the latest installment of 
the series, the reporters said 
that for three decades Gold­ 
water. his brother. Bob, and 
their friend Harry Rosenzweig. 
former GOP state chairman in 
Arizona, condoned the presence 
of organized crime through 
friendships and business al­ 
liances with mobsters 


Goldwater said of the charge, 
"It’s not only ridiculous, it’s 
completely untrue 


"I think in the last 25 years 
I've been in Arizona a total of 
possibly six or eight months.” 
he said “ I’m a United States 
senator. I have nothing to do 


with the state government of 
Arizona I don't know a single 
man out here connected with 
crime at any level, be it the 
mafia or local." 


He said he considers the 
charges dishonest "and I. as a 
member of a family who has 
lived in Arizona for 120 years, 
trying to build the state into the 
leading state that it is. I'm 
shocked and I'm resentful ” 


The stories alleged that 
Goldwater maintained friend­ 
ships with two known mobsters 
— Willie Bioff and Gus Green- 
baum — both of whom were 
killed gangland stvle 
Goldwater did not deny he 
knew the men. but said the 
charges were widely played in 
the news media at least 20 
years ago. 
He said he accepted a cam­ 
paign contribution from Bioff 


the first time he ran for office, 
had drinks at Bioff’s home 
several times and once flew 
Bioff in his private airplane 
And he said Greenbaum had 
been highly regarded in Arizo­ 
na 


Asked whether he knew the 
two were mobsters and why he 
associated with them. Goldwa­ 
ter said. "W illie Bioff. I 
wouldn’t say I associated with 
him I saw him maybe three 
times in my whole life 
and 
Greenbaum was a friend 
he 
was a very highly regarded 
man ’’ 


Goldwater said he thought the 
investigative team had dredged 
up old stories out of frustration 
because a minor mob f igure had 
confessed to blowing up Bolles’ 
car 
"It left them with nothing to 
do." he said

SANTA BARBARA (UPI) 
A judge who retires after being 
defeated for re-election may 
still be assigned to the bench 
temporarily, a Superior Court 
judge ruled Monday. 


Retired Judge Mark Brandler 
said Santa Barbara Superior 
Court Judge Floyd C Dodson 
could sit on the bench in Ven­ 
tura Superior Court even 
though he was defeated last 
November 601 votes to 37.073. 


Dodson’s temporary appoint­ 
m ent was challen g ed by 
Thomas Buckwalter, a deputy 
public defender acting as a 
private citizen. 


Dodson's term would have ex­ 
pired Jan. 3 when the newly 
elected judge would take over, 
but he decided to retire on Jan 
2, The next day. he was as­ 
signed by Donald R 
Wright, 
then chief justice of the state 


Supreme Court, to sit on the 
Ventura Superior Court bench, 
which Wright said was "in need 
of judicial assistance.’’ 


The assignment was to end 
Feb 1 but was extended until 
Mav 31 


Buckwalter claimed the as­ 
signment was illegal and that 
he and others who voted against 
Dodson were in effect dis­ 
enfranchised of their vote 


Brandler. in denying the writ, 
said the chief justice has the 
"exclusive responsibility of ex­ 
pediting the administration of 
justice and equalizing the work 
of judges throughout the state." 


Brandler said Dodson s as­ 
signment did not disenfranchise 
Buckwalter because his vote 
helped elect Bruce Dodds, who 
took office 
Buckwalter said he would ap­

Her program ranged from a “ Ballade 
transcription of King Richard the Lion 
Hearted to Gordan Young There were 
three “ Toccatas” by Johann Pachelbel, 
Johann Froberger, and Gordon Young. 
Although the word means “ touching 
piece” with chords and running passages 
they are not merely viruoso pieces but 
are expressive and free in tempo and 
form They were all musical in concep­ 
tion with the “ Toccato and Variation on 
Hyfrydol” being the most successful or 
perhaps most interesting Six “ Hymn 
Preludes” were on the program: three 
from “ Orgelbuchlein” by Bach and three 
by Flor Peters. Bach wrote two kinds, 
one to come before the fugue and one to 
usq at the beginning of the service. They 
were based on well known hymn tunes 
the congregation knew or should know 
These were the latter type and were all 
well played 
The “ Andante” from “ Sonata No. 1 in 
E Flat” by Mozart did not seem to have 
the technical clarity or concentration of 
the rest of the program. “ La Fileuse 
(The Spinner)" by Joachim Raff did just 
that with long runs weaving through the 
fabric of the piece. Another beautiful 
performance and the high point for Ruth 
Lee was “ Elevation” by Cesar Frank. 
It had that mystical quality which per­ 
vades a great deal of his music. Sylvia 
Lee was impeccable in setting changes 
of registration 
Wayne Asbury, oboist and teacher of 
instrum ental music in Lom poc, 
presented an ensemble of fellow players 
from the San Luis Obispo and/or Santa 
Maria Symphonies They were Diana 
Kelling, bassoon; Bruce Linton, flute:

Next turn remaining pages to either 
side, exactly at the book center and 
holding them firmly down, glue with 
coating of gesso along the sides. When 
dried, the book is now ready for 
decorating. Here your personal ingenuity 
comes into play as well as purpose of 
your message! The book may com­ 
memorate an occasion, birthday, an­ 
niversary. wedding, baby’s birth, 
graduation, a retirement, family occa­ 
sions or just provide a lovely thought to 
keep in memory. 
Try your picture placement — 
sometimes a collage is interesting Paste 
down where desired after deciding on 
vour color background (if any). A coat of 
paint, acrylic paint, tint, watercolor, a 
white or colored paper or piece of cloth 
may form an interested mat between 
pictures and border. 


Edging adds an artistic effect. Here 
Mrs Swanson tries a bit of gold lace as 
her accent. Pearls, braids, paper lace 
are but a few of the items available. 


In her next picture. Merle shows a 
completed book, one of her favorites, us­ 
ing an easel for display. The finished 
books may also be used as wall hangings 
or laid open on a table. 


In the final picture, she was asked to 
pose with a selection recently com­ 
pleted Also pictured are two decorated 
Easter eggs, another of her many ar­ 
tistic talents.

There are now 30 million Americans over 60. And many in their 50s will soon 
be joining the “ older generation” making a formidable group of many millions 
Retirement for them means leaving “ the rat race.” Their life style can be 
happy or beset by what seem like insurmountable problems. 
Affluence or financial independence can help but does not necessarily make 
for a happy life. A feeling of rejection, of not being a useful citizen, can be 
demoralizing But this need not be so. One can do volunteer work, develop hob­ 
bies. make oneself useful in thé community. In other words, happiness can 
simply mean becoming involved. 
There are many government and private programs to help and provide in­ 
terests for older people but unless you know about them and know how to reach 
them, you can’t take advantage of them. 
Washington, particularly the U.S. Dept, of Health, Education and Welfare 
(H EW ), is trying to coordinate existing community services, establish new 
services where gaps exist and set up guidelines to help people reach them Free 
booklets are available on request, or information can be obtained by phone. If 
you don’t find either “ Area Agency on Aging” or “ Information and Referral” 
listed in your telephone directory, ask your information operator for the 
agency that serves older people in your community. 
The people who staff the information and referral service can tell you how to 
find out about local programs that might interest or benefit you. If you have a 
special problem for which you would like help, they will refer you to the proper 
place or service. 
These cover a wide spectrum of concern and interests and include senior 
centers and clubs. United Way Agencies, religious organizations, public health 
and welfare departments District offices of the Social Security Administration 
are also sources of information and service. Press and radio “ action" or “ hot" 
lines and consumer organizations can also be helpful. 
Retirement, unless you are exceptionally fortunate, usually means a diminu­ 
tion of income, which can cause grave problems. Big Government often seems 
like a big, cold, unfeeling colossus but it does have a heart Since 1974, the Sup­ 
plemental Security Income Program (SSI) has been in effect. If you cannot get 
by on your Social Security payments, you may be eligible for this program 
which Social Security administers for blind, disabled and older people who 
have little or no other resources. 
Some communities have special services which may not be available in other 
places. For instance, in the area in which I live, which is South Florida, a taxi 
service for disabled or older people can be obtained for $1.00 a ride to and from 
a doctor’s office or even to get to one’s work. Appointments must be made in 
advance. Considering the high price of even the shortest taxi ride, this is indeed 
a bargain 
Senior citizen groups are also provided with buses to get to a particular 
destination as part of one of their programs at little or no charge These 
arrangements, as well, have to be made in advance since there are only a 
limited number of such buses available. If there is no such service in your com­ 
munity. pressure on the proper authorities might provide them. 
There is a public service commercial heard on our local radio and probably 
in other localities as well. It urges the older American to “ get off your rocker.” 
to seek out opportunities and to make for a better and happier life

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Street racing 
it's for pride and profit

The urge to race w as with us even before Henry Ford 
cranked up his automobile assem bly lines early in this cen­ 
tury. Some guy in town said his horse was faster than yours, 
so the two of you went out to the south pasture, cousins and 
friends plunked down friendly wagers, and the horses raced 
around the apple tree and back. 
The racing urge is the sam e today, but the horses have 
been replaced by cars. Anyplace you find boys and young 
men with cars, you’re likely to find drag racing—-either the 
highly organized and legal variety, at well-appointed drag 
strips; or the spontaneous and illegal variety, that starts

when two cars meet at a stoplight and engines are revved. 
It’s not uncommon to see short “ stoplight” races on Ocean 
Ave. almost any night of the week. But what most people 
don’t see is the race that takes place later, out on Floradale 
Avenue, or DeWolfe Avenue. 
Don Johnson, age 21, has been a dominant figure in local 
“ street” drag racing for the last four years. He claim s that 
the big races usually originate in town at those chance 
stoplight meetings. They’ll race for a few hundred feet, then, 
if they “ feel it’s justified.” they will set up a race outside of 
the city limits. 
According to Johnson, in between the incident on the street 
and the confrontation on the outskirts of town, the two car 
owners have probably . 1) Agreed on a sum of money or pos­ 
sessions to bet; 2) Picked a spot to race (usually one of the 
spots mentioned above); 3) Designated a starter; and 4) 
Picked a time to race (usually the sam e night, but could be 
the next weekend).

Such a pre-planned race, with spectators lining the course, 
doesn’t take place every night, says Johnson. About once a 
week is average. 
"When too many people find out about it, the cops will see 
that nobody’s cruising on Ocean, and then they’ll know that 
there’s a race going on.” 
Frank Lopez, age 18, is also a Lompoc resident and has 
built a reputation in local drag racing circles. 
“ It is getting harder to race because of the cops,” says 
Lopez. “ There’d be a lot more racing if the cops weren’t 
around so much. 
Johnson feels that the police are lenient towards illegal 
drag racing. 
“ I wouldn’t say that they ignore it. but there is some sl­ 
ack,” says the sandy haired six-footer. “ They (the law en­ 
forcement officials) can bust you for lining up. but most of 
the time when they catch you, they just tell you to break it 
up. They were kids once. I think most of the cops dig on hot 
cars. 
“ Once I was kind of getting on it, Johnson relates, “ and a 
sheriff pulled me over. All he did was talk to me about my 
car. He really liked it. Then he told me to cool it and then he 
let me go. 
“ 1 guess the cops know my car by now 1 get tailed every 
time I go out of town. You look in your mirror and there they 
are. You get used to it.” 
According to local area law enforcement officials, street 
racing is not widespread. 
“ We do have spontaneous instances of speed contests oc- 
curing throughout the city,” adm its Deputy Marshall 
Howard Reshoft, formerly Captain of the Lompoc Police 
Department. “ But as far as an organized drag race with 
flags, spectators, etc., this very rarely occurs ” 
Reshoft is quick to point out that the most frequently used 
locations for illegal drag races are “ open and rural areas," 
which are out of the jurisdiction of the Lompoc Police 
Department. 


“ Most races occur in county jurisdiction. The Lompoc 
police will assist, but they do not routinely patrol that area.” 
“ It’s not a super big problem around here,” says Officer 
A1 Rowley of the California Highway Patrol. “ Say we’re get­ 
ting a problem in a residential area. We’ll send out an extra 
unit and let the white door be seen a little m ore.” 
Lopez agrees with Johnson, that law officers are not un­ 
iformly tough on racers. 
“ I’ve never gotten a ticket for racing.” says Lopez, “ but it 
really depends on which cop catches you. Some let you go, 
some don’t. A lot of the other guys know which cops will look 
the other way but not me, I guess I’ve just been lucky. 
Rowley denies that any Highway Patrolmen look the other 
way. 
“ We don’t ignore anything,” Rowley insists. “ If it (a 
violation) happens in front of them (the officers), zap— 
they’ll get a ticket.” 
Before his retirement a few months ago from the Lompoc 
PD. Reshoft said: 
“ No way would they be let off. These are very serious of­ 
fenses and they are dealt with as such. In m ost cases they’re 
arrested, som etim es only issued a citation, but they could be 
booked on accompanying charges, such as conspiracy, liquor 
violation, fighting or resisting arrest. 
“ Usually those involved are thinking selfishly and not con­ 
sidering the safety of others. You’re talking about lives at 
stake, including innocent bystanders,” Reshoft added. 
As far as danger goes, Johnson adm its that he gets scared. 
He claim s to be as “ cautious as any other racer, and more 
safe than m ost.” 
“ I'm alw ays scared about hitting a bystander," he says. 
“ Everybody lines up and down the road to watch and 
anything could happen to make you lose control and kill 
somebody.’’ 
Johnson has never been in an accident while racing, nor 
has he ever been in a race where his opponent wrecked 
“ It’s getting more dangerous out there all the time. A lot 


of the high school kids are —holes, just out with mommy s 
car, and it really gets hairy. 
“ I wear a seat belt and I carry a fire estmguisher, which 
most guys don’t. You put all that money in a car and if it 
catches fire it’s gone, unless you’ve got good lungs.” 
Most guys, according to Johnson, are a lot more worried 
about not getting caught by the cops than they are about 
safety To outwit the police, Johnson revealed there are a 
coupie standard precautionary m easures. 
“ Never ever collect your money right after the race, 
warns Johnson. “ Usually we give the money to the starter, 
then after the race you stay in your car and go downtown and

take a couple of cruises, pull over then get paid off. 
“ That’s really the best way to go. because the police might 
have caught on about the race and go out there. Then if you 
stop right after the race to collect, you might be visiting 
Judge Cox the next week.” 
The rivalry between racers is often friendly. For instance, 
Johnson teasingly refers to Lopez’s Mo-Par powered car as 
“ No power.” Relationships are not always so good natured. 
“ You never race alone,” cautions Johnson. “ One time a 
guy with a 429 Cobra Jet engine wanted to race me and he 
was with a bunch of his wingnut friends I told him to wait a 
minute, and I went into town and got about six of the biggest 
guys I knew, real football types, to go out there with me. 
“ Well, we lined up and went for it. and the last I saw of 
him he was in my rear view mirror. Later I heard that he 
m issed a gear, but that’s what they all say .”

Wilkes' belief 
Violent image 
unfair to Muslims 


Clutch shot

OAKLAND (UPI) — Pro basketballer 
Jam aal Wilkes, a convert to Islam, 
believes the recent siege and violence in 
Washington. D C . will reflect unfairly 
on all Muslims. 
The Golden State Warriors forward, 
who was the National Basketball As­ 
sociation Rookie of the Year in 1974-75. 
said during a practice session Monday he 
had met some of the Hanafi Muslims in­ 
volved in the taking of hostages at three 
capital building^ 
“ I casually had met some of the people 
in the Hanafi group in Washington.” 
Wilkes said “ I can sympathize with the 
m an (se c t le a d e r H am a as Abdul 
Khaalis) because his family was shot 
But 1 didn’t sym pathize with the 
methods 


“ I was concerned not only for the 
safety of the hostages but also for the ef­ 
fect the incident will have throughout the 
country and across the world. People 
will tend to generalize and blame anyone 
who is a Hanafi or follows Islam .” 
Wilkes, whose father is a Baptist 
minister in Santa Barbara, converted to 


the Muslims in his senior year at UCLA 
He changed his name from Keith to 
Jam aal Abdul Lateff but retained Wilkes 
as his last name as a tie with his family. 
There are several pro baseketball 
players who have become Muslims, the 
most prominent being Los Angeles 
Lakers center Kareem Abdul Jabbar 
Jabbar is closely aligned with the 
W ashington H anafi group and had 
purchased the home where several 
members were killed in 1973 It was that 
killing which led to the revenge actions 
in Washington last week 
Jabbar has been under close security 
since the violence but says it hasn’t af­ 
fected his basketball, adding. “ I don’t 
feel it should have Those were events I 
have no control over ” 
There are two main groups among the 
world's 600 million Muslim followers, 
the Shi ah and the Sunnis 


“ There are four schools in the Sunni 
group.” said Wilkes, who is a Sunni. 
“ But I don’t really follow one that close­ 
ly 1 probably follow the Hanafi closer 
than the others.”

and tell him about it. I want to see if they 
are hypocrites. Washington State, UTEP 
and the University of Southern California 
have Kenyans on their team s.”

You call it: 
is Pete Rose 
getting shaft?

TAMPA. Fla (UPI) — Some people hide their feel­ 
ings well. Not Pete Rose He does a dreadful job 
He's trying hard to keep everything inside him now. 
and he can’t. His feelings spill out on him all the time 
He can’t help it What’s in Pete Rose’s heart one se­ 
cond is on his tongue the next 
Of all the salary disagreem ents he has had with his 
employers, the world champion Cincinnati Reds, this 
one has taken the most out of him. By far 
It’s killing him. eating him up inside 
The reason for this is because Pete Rose has got it in 
his mind that the Reds are unappreciative of all he has 
done for them over the past 14 years. 
Here are the facts: 


Nobody in the history of the Reds can match Pete 
Rose s overall statistics. They’re so impressive, he 
could waltz into Baseball’s Hall of Fam e on the first 
ballot five years from now if he never even picked up a 
bat again. 


For the eighth time in his career last year. Rose had 
at least 200 hits. Only player ever to better that was Ty 
Cobb, who did it nine years. Rose now has 2.762 hits 
and to give you some idea what that means. Babe Ruth 
had 2.518 and Joe DiMaggio 2.214 
Last year. Rose, who will be 36 in four weeks, played 
in all the Reds’ gam es for the third straight year, ex­ 
tending his consecutive gam es’ streak to 490. most 


among all active m ajor league players His 323 bat­ 
ting average boosted his lifetime figure to .311. which 
m akes him No 1 in the National League 
R ose’s salary with the Reds last season was $188 000. 
They offered him $250.000 this season, but he turned it 
down, asking for $400.000 instead When it cam e time 
for the automatic renewal of his contract last week, 
the Reds could've cut him 20 per cent, but they didn’t. 
They renewed him at the sam e figure as last year— 
$188.000 Meanwhile, they signed Joe Morgan, MVP for 
the second time last year, to a three-year contract for 
$12 million, which comes to $400,000 a year. Rose says 
what he’s asking for now has nothing to do with what 
Morgan was giifen 
“ I asked for the figure I wanted a month and a half 
ago and that was long before Joe Morgan signed,” says 
Rose, answering the obvious suggestion he wants to be 
paid at least as much as the highest salaried man on 
the club 
But that isn’t uppermost in his mind, he insists 
Pete Rose was saying all this off to the side of third 
base on one of the Reds’ practice diamonds at their 
training complex here, Picking his head up, he noticed 
Sparky Anderson, the Reds’ manager, out near second 
base. 
“ I d do anything for that m an,” said Rose. 
“ Anything in the world I love Cincinnati and I love the 
fans there It's my home town, but all they (the Reds) 


do is beat me down Why do 1 have to go through this? 
Why are they putting me through this? 
“ Look, I’m not being conceited, but just look at my 
record 
1 have to think that record-wise, and for 
consistency and popularity, 1 rate in the top three of 
my profession. Am 1 wrong or am I right? You tell 
m e.” 
In that regard. I have to say Pete Rose is right, but 
I’m not the one who is paying him Bob Howsam and 
Dick Wagner take care of that department and they 
feel the club’s offer to Rose is fair. 
“ We have offered him a superb contract, even by 
today’s standards,” says Wagner, the Reds’ vice presi­ 
dent and general manager. “ I really feel Pete has been 
given too much advice He has listened to so many peo­ 
ple that he doesn't have a sound figure in mind.” 
Pete Rose believes he has “ at least three more 
strong years” left and the way he figures, if he plays 
for $250.000 a year for three more years that comes to 
only $750,000 He feels if he plays out his option this 
year with the Reds, some club might pay him twice 
that amount next year. 
“ 1 have to consider that,” he says. “ I don’t want to 
leave the Reds But I may have to. The thing that 
bothers me so much is they don’t say ‘you’re too old. 
you can’t hit. you can't run or you can’t play third.' All 
they keep telling me is ‘we can’t’ and 'it’s too rich for 
our blood

“Yeah it would be really dumb to race by yourself,” agrees 
Lopez. “If I was by myself when I raced a guy, most likely I would 
never get my money. Most guys usually pick up a few friends 
before they go out.” 
"Most of the time you know the guy you raced,” says Johnson. 
“And the people along the road can tell who won by whose brake 
lights go on first. If it’s close, both guys know who won and 
everybody’s usually pretty honest about it.” 
Both racers agree though, there’s a lot more to illegal drag rac­ 
ing than the money. 
“Damn right! ” says Lopez. “You’re out there on the line and you 
think of all that money and work you’ve put into your car, and you 
know if you lose you’ll go spend more money to beat the guy. It's a 
matter of pride, it’s like a fever.” 
Nine out of 10 races start when two cars pull up at a stoplight and 
the drivers challenge each other. But racers with a reputation, like 
Johnson and Lopez, will only race outside of town in a planned 
race. 
“I don’t go looking for races,” says Johnson. “Other people will 
usually pick them for me. They come up to me and tell me about 
some guy with a hot car, and if I feel like racing him. we'll go run.” 
Lopez feels much the same way. 


A real serious racer won't 


turn a cam for less than 


“ A serious racer like me will only race when he’s called out. and 
only then if we feel it’s justified.” 
The price has to be right. 
“ A real serious racer won’t turn a cam for less than fity,” 
claims Lopez 


“At first, when I was starting out, I would race for nothing.” 
says Johnson. “But after I’d won a few I started racing for 20 bucks 
and a case of beer. Now it’s a lot higher than that.” 
All racers have their favorite spot. 


"It used to be Floradale Avenue, but that’s kind of washed up 
now." states Lopez. “It’s really too thin a road. Now we race at De 
Wolfe Avenue. I personally don’t like it because you always have to 
worry about the cops and the traffic, and the pavement is too rough 
on your tires. The road out by the dog pound (Central Avenue) is 
much easier on your tires, but there are a lot more cops there.” 


“ Floradale was getting kinda dangerous,” agrees Johnson. “ It 
was always kind of scary going across that bridge, and the guy that 
lives in that trailer on the side of the road would always call the 
Highway Patrol when we would line up,” 


Like any other sport, legal or otherwise, drag racing has dif­ 
ferent levels. 
“You’ve got to understand there are three different types of 
street racers,” explains Lopez. 


“There's the high school kids” (Lopez is a senior at Lompoc 
High, but doesn’t classify him self as a “high school racer” ) “who 
will go around showing off and race anybody that pulls up next to 
them A lot of tim es they’ll try and race you if you've just got wide 
tires 
“Then there’s the serious ones like me, who will only race for 
money Ahd then the ultra serious ones who will only race at the 
drag strips.” 
Johnson says that he wasn't a serious racer to begin with. 
“ At first I wasn't a serious racer, just a guy who wanted to build 
a good looking car. But the more I got into it. the more hooked I 
got "

Park Director Michael Pahos 
claimed the state “has a moun­ 
tain of money it is sitting on” 
waiting to hand out sums to 
counties The county’s plan to 
ask for at least $450.000 from 
the state — with $125.000 from 
county general fund — didn’t 
seem unreasonable, it was felt.

W hat everyone thought 
would never come to pass, 
came to pass last week as the 
United Farm Workers union 
and the T eam sters union 
signed a new agreement that 
is supposed to end the long 
organizing turmoil in the 
fields of California. 
In our opinion, it is a real 
“ sweetheart” 
arrangement. 
Cesar Chavez and his UFW un­ 
ion get the farmhands in the 
fields; Frank Fitzsimmons 
and his Teamsters get the 
workers in the packing sheds, 
transportation and canneries. 
For the California farmer, 
the agreement does spell some 
relief. No longer will the 
farmer be held as the pawn 
between two unions, each 
pressing for the higher con­ 
tract. 
For the 10,000 farm workers 
who had signed agreements 
with the Teamsters union, it is 
a case of being abandoned by 
the union they voted in. 
The United Farm Workers 
do not have a clear path at the

workers. 
Certainly, 
farmers will increase their 
economic incentives in an ef­ 
fort to keep the union out. 
Recent evidence also points 
to the fact that Cesar Chavez 
now finds trouble with the new 
Agricultural Labor Relations 


ROVin' Around with R.O.V. 


Board. An employe group in 
El Centro last month asked to 
be placed on a ballot against 
the UFW. Chavez claimed the 
group was a company union 
but the ALRB ruled that a 
petition for an election can be 
filed by an individual, a labor 
organization and a group of 
employes and that there is no 
requirement that the group be 
a labor union. 
This drew the ire of Chavez 
and his goons went to work rip­ 
ping pap er out of ty p e ­ 
w riters, sitting on desks 
and using telephones at the 
ALRB s El Centro office. A 
restraining order was issued 
against the UFW and this 
prompted Chavez to occupy 
the newly opened ALRB of­ 
fices in San Diego and there 
was reported picketing of 
ALRB offices in Fresno and 
Sacramento. 
When the UFW was rejected 
following the election, UFW 
organizers and sympathizers 
rushed the ALRB agents at the 
El Centro office and state 
police were called to aid the 
escape of ALRB agents. 


It is quite apparent that even 
though the new union agree­ 
ment is in force, Cesar Chavez 
will still want to play the game 
his way and no other way.

The Baptist Joint Com m ittee on 
Public Affairs did have a breakfast 
meeting with several members of the 
House and Senate who are Baptists 
1 brought along my trusty cam era on 
the prospect that the President might 
drop in unannounced He did not. but I 
did have opportunity to sit next to Rep 
Jack Brinkley of G eorgia’s Second 
District, which includes Plains. This 
makes him President C arter's congres­

W ASHINGTON - Sen

McGovern. D-S D.. has dispatched a 
secret letter to the Senate Intelligence

Such a probe could spark m ore

stalwarts as President 
Richard Nixon, Vice 
p r e s id e n t 
S p iro 
Agnew. Secretary of 
S ta te H e n ry K is ­ 
sin g e r. A tty. Gen 
John M itchell, and 
CIA director William 
Colby. Millionaire oil 
man Thomas Pappas, 
a former Nixon fund­ 
raiser. might also be 
queried 
McGovern, chairm an of the Near 
Eastern Affairs subcommittee when he 
sent the October 29 letter to Intelligence 
Committee chairman Daniel Inouye, D- 
Ha . suggests a scenario of intrigue at 
the highest levels 
Inouye had pigeonholed the letter until 
he leared we had obtained a bootlegged 
copy. Within hours after our call, he 
agreed to meet with McGovern. 
In his missive, McGovern asserted 
that the CIA's involvement with the 
Greek dictators between 1967 and 1974 
and in the Cyprus coup of 1974 “merits ...

The wealthy Greek-American busines­ 
sman. McGovern pointed out. “ was the 
first person named by President Nixon in 
the White House tapes as the man to be 
approached for money to satisfy the de­ 
mands of Watergate burglar E Howard 
Hunt." 
Although there is no evidence Pappas 
provided the hush money, he was a 
prominent Nixon contributor and also 
served on President Ford’s Finance 
Committee. 
McGovern also charged that Greek ex­ 
ile journalist EliasDemetracopoulos.one 
of the dictators’ most effective enemies, 
was harassed bv the Justice Dept., the 
FBI and CIA. 
Demetracopoulos. wrote the senator, 
was threatened with deportation by John 
Mitchell; his Wall Street employers 
were visited by FBI agents, “slanderous 
raw material and disinformation from 
CIA operatives ... was given to reporters 
and freelance writers like Russell Howe 
and Sarah Trott" for their book “The 
Power Peddlers"; and a plot by Greece 
to. kidnap him and take him back to 
Athens was hatched with possible CIA 
collusion. 
Footnote: An intelligence committee 
spokesm an said th a t a reply to 
McGovern had been in the works for 
som e tim e. The sen a to r’s office, 
however, told us they did not even get a 
courtesy acknowledgment that the letter 
was received Pappas has consistently 
denied any improper activities during 
the reign of the junta.

HOSPITAL HUSTLE — A lucrative 
franchise scheme is milking millions 
from taxpayers and insurance com­ 
panies by legally 
exploiting visits to 
hospital emergency rooms. 
The franchieses resemble fast-food 
chains, except that instead of ham­ 
burgers and french fries, they dispense 
sutures. X-rays and pills. But unlike food

franchise operations, the U.S. Treasury 
pays the bills. 
It works this way: 
Non-profit and moneymaking hospitals 
have always had difficulty staffing 
em ergency rooms, which are filled 
around the clock with grisly sights of 
auto wreck victims, burst appendices 
and hypochondriacs looking for a sym­ 
pathetic medical ear. 
To overcome the problem, hospitals 
are increasingly turning to franchise 
operators to supply doctors eager to pick 
up extra dollars for part-tim e or even 
full-time assignments. 
According to a study done by Dr. 
Eugene Schoenfeld. head of the Hermes 
Foundation, which distributes medical 
data and does on-the-spot emergency 
room investigations, the m edical- 
m ercenaries by and large perform well. 
But they often charge what the traffic 
will bear, and most emergency room 
visitors are Medicaid patients for whom 
the taxpayer foots the bills. The 
hospitals and patients, therefore, care 
little about the costs. Insurance firms 
who should be griping usually prefer to 
avoid squabbles with hospitals by simply 
raising premium rates 
At a result, such abuses as these have 
occurred: 
— A Washington hospital with a 
franchise emergency room charged the 
parents of one patient with almost every 
X-ray taken during one entire shift. The 
child only needed one X-ray. but if the 
parents had not squawked, the insurance 
company would have paid without a 
question. 
— In a California emergency room. 11 
members of the same family showed up 
with sniffles. Medicaid paid some $400 
for “emergency" treatm ent. 


The American Medical Association, 
which traditionally has sought ways to 
put a Cadillac in every doctor’s garage, 
runs ads in its m agazine for the 
franchise operations under the innocent 
heading of “ Physicians wanted "

It is ironic that in a time of water shor­ 
tage. government has another problem: 
cities and water districts up and down 
this parched land of ours are having to 
adjust their water department budgets 
to conform to the reduced revenues. 
With everyone cutting back on water 
u s e . 
th e 
w a te r 
delivery entities are 
earning less money 
until it hurts in some 
cases. 
T hat h asn ’t hap­ 
pened yet in Lompoc, 
but water superinten­ 
dent A1 Thompson con­ 
cedes that it could 
Water tables are still 
at acceptable levels, 
a c c o r d in g 
to 
Thompson and there is 
no immediate need for 
the kind of crash 
reduction program be- 
ing 
e x e r c is e d 
elsewhere. 
Nevertheless 
Thompson and his aides and the city 
W ater Com m ission are 
gathering 
material and information for recommen­ 
dations on more frugal use of water. 
Thompson figures it’ll be ready to go in 
about three months. 
T here w as no in d icatio n from 
Thompson on the nature of the recom­ 
mendations. but it’s an even bet that 
some of the state recommendations will 
tv used 
In a publication. The C alifornia 
Drought 1977. there are the following: 
consumer education on water conser­ 
vation; anti-gutter flooding programs; 
water conservation toilets; leak detec­ 
tion programs; washing cars with a 
bucket instead of a hose , discourage the 
washing of sidewalks, the installation of 
timer: on sprinkler systems; the in­ 
stallation of moisture sensing devices in 
the ground, using a dishpan when 
washing dishes by hand and using the 
water on lawns and plants, shortening 
shower time insulating hot water pipes 
in order to shorten the wait for hot 
water; having restaurants serve water 
only on request; encouraging the 
planting of low-water-using crops; en­ 
couraging the use of drip irrigation; 
replacing flood irrigation with sprinkler 
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irrigation. 
Thompson summed up the current 
feeling We’re between the devil and the 
deep blue sea. hoping for rain and at the 
same time hoping to sell enough water to 
meet our financial obligations " 


Lompoc daily per capita water usage 
at 121 gallons is among the lowest in the 
state according to the drought document. 
Thompson believes that the overall 
lower temperatures in Lompoc Valley 
my be an important factor in holding 
down usage. 
The price of water may also be a fac­ 
tor There is some indication that en­ 
tities elsew here are raising th eir 
monthly water rates in order to over­ 
come the pressure of the lower-water- 
u se-low er-revenue 
eq u atio n , 
but 
Thompson believes the raises in rates 
already invoked locally will be suf­ 
ficient. at least as far as lower water use 
is concerned 
In other respects, the drought may be 
turning up all kinds of suprising informa­ 
tion For example. Thomas M Stetson, 
engineering consultant for Santa Ynez 
River Water Conservation District, said 
last week that the seven to eight inches 
of rainfall thus far in most northern 
Santa Barbara County areas may be the 
average over the last 100 years, instead 
of the 12-13 inches which we frequently 
quote There are no statistics to prove it, 
but Stetson could very well be correct. 
Southern California is a semi-arid 
area. Most of the trees we have are im­ 
ported Eliminate the imports in your 
mind’s eye and you’re left with a horizon 
dotted with a few oak trees and perhaps 
a few other species and nothing else 
It's too late to talk about it now, but 
the school district probably should have 
explored the use of drought resistant 
native plants and ground covers years 
ago instead of the vegetation presently in 
the ground 
Conventional grass uses 
more w ater than some known sub­ 
stitutes. requires mowing and care that 
are expensive. 
The Santa Barbara Botanic Garden 
has some low-growing ground cover — 
from a distance it resembles conven­ 
tional grass — that has done very well 
without mowing 
1 understand, and 
requiring less water than conventional 
grass 


Washington Calling by 


Marquis Childs 
Pension 
bounty 
to military 


WASHINGTON — As he goes about his 
rounds giving his cheerful blessing to one 
agency of government after another. 
President Carter knows full well that 
waiting in the wings are the gremlins of 
unresolved conflicts ready to spring out. 
In this prolonged honeym oon, in­ 
terrupted only occasionally by jarring 
noises from Capitol Hill, Carter can ig­ 
nore these threatening 
figures. 
But in the bear pit of 
th e P e n ta g o n 
th e 
p r e s id e n t lo o k e d 
squarely in the face of 
a dispute long sim ­ 
mering under the sur­ 
face. That is the size 
of military pensions 
w h ich h a v e b een 
described as not just 
generous but lavish. 
The average officer 
retiring this year is a 
lieutenant colonel only 
46 years old who will 
im m ed iately begin 
receiving a pension of 
$15,400 a year. The 
average enlisted man is a 41-year-old 
platoon sergeant who will draw down 
$6.400 a year. Most of these retirees, 
many of them having entered the service 
at 17 or 18. will take other jobs, at least 
15 per cent under age 65 working for the 
federal government. 
It is the totals that come as a shock of 
surprise to the average citizen In 1964 
military pensions cost only $12 billion, 
but in the budget for fiscal year 1978 the 
total will be $9 1 billion In dollars with 
the current rate of inflation, the cost will 
be $34 billion by the year 2000 And un­ 
like most pensions in civilian life the 
military are protected against rising liv­ 
ing costs. 
During the question-and-answer phase 
of his session at the Pentagon Carter was 
asked what he proposed to do about that 
fellow in Congress who talks about 
military inefficiency and its benefits 
The reference was to Rep. Les Aspin. D.- 
Wis.. who last year introduced a bill to 
reform the pension system and reduce 
its cost This does not include any dis­ 
abled serviceman receiving disability 
benefits. 
Aspin’s proposal would postpone the 
retirem ent age with retirem ents paid on 
a sliding scale at age 55. 60 or 62. 
depending on years of service This drew 
a flood of mail to Aspin’s office, more 
than 15.000 letters and telegrams, some 
approving, others taking violent excep­ 
tion. 
One aspect of the present law that 
would be changed is that retirement 
before 20 years of service now brings no 
pension whatsoever A case in point is 
that of John Eisenhower, son of the 
president, who resigned with the rank of 
lieutenant colonel in 1963 after 19 and 
one-half years of service. He receives no 
pension. 
In his tactful reply to the question 
about that fellow in Congress who wants 
to cut back the benefits of retired of­ 
ficers and enlisted men. President 
Carter said he intended to name a com­ 
mission of top military men and civilians 
to examine the whole m atter and make 
recommendations This will take a lot of 
foraging through Pentagon red tape 
before an acceptable answer can be 
found 
A Pentagon commission has several 
times issued reports on the retirem ent 
and manpower problem 
They have 
pointed out that with the inducement of 
generous retirem ent at the end of 20 
years the services have often been faced 
with a flood of departures that have 
meant serious deficiencies at many 
levels. This has been compounded by the 
difficulties in assembling volunteer ser­ 
vices 
The commission reports have been 
suppressed, but the staff studies on 
which they were based are printed and 
preserved They will be of invaluable 
help to the top-level group to be named 
by the president Separate hardships fall 
on elements of the military such as 
separation from family in overseas duty 
and in the Navy, but these can be taken 
into account without maintaining the 
burden on the economy ol the present 
system 
A honeymoon cannot last forever, even 
with all the goodwill, the outward 
warmth, of the president’s peregrina­ 
tions around Washington 
Decisions 
must be made bound to offend one side of 
a dispute or the other 
On the president's desk at the moment 
is just such an issue He must decide 
shortly whether to approve a higher 
tariff on low-cost shoes imported into 
this country. According to a group 
headed by Andrew Brimmer a former 
member of the Federal Reserve board of 
governors, this would cost low-income 
consumers about a half billion dollars an­ 
nually 
It is being pushed by the unions and by 
AFL-CIO Boss George Meany. An ardent 
protectionist. Meany would build tariff 
w alls around the U S 
to protect 
American wage scales And, as he is fond 
of saying, the president better be 
reminded of who it was who elected him. 
So the thorny side of the presidency is 
not far off when conflicts long papered 
over must be confronted
